(jrrot Crorrrt Cheers for Itoosevelt

and the l:ulwd
Buonos Aires, November 0..Colonel

Theodore Roosevelt arrived here short-
ly after 10 o'clock this morning on
board tho Argontlna gunboat Uruguay'
from Montevideo.
The gunboat was escorted Into tho

harbor by a Hoot of steamers dressed
with flags. As she approached ehe
llrcd a saluto of twenty-ono guns, to
which tho gunboat replied.
Several delegations of political por-

sonages ami representatives of leading
Institutions went on board to greet
tho visitor. A military band played
the American and Argentine national
anthems, and an enormous crowd ap¬
plauded as Colonel Roosevelt steppedashore.
Colonel Roosevelt railed on the act¬

ing President, Dr. Do La Plaza, with
whom he remained for nearly an hour.
On his return to the legation he was
escorted by f>00 Hoy Scouts and accom¬
panied by great crowds, which cheered
continuously for Roosevelt and tho
United Slates. From tho balcony of
the legation ho thanked the people for
their manifestation of sympathy for
his country.
Speaking later to a group of promi¬

nent men, the ex-President declared
that the American nation ought to
show reciprocal respect for the spiritof equality.
This evening Colonel Roosevelt was

the yuest of honor at a reception ar¬
ranged by the American colony.

INSANE KING DEPOSED
Otto Succeeded an Ituler of Ravnria by

Munich, Bavaria, November 5..The

insane King, Otto, was deposed to-dayfrom the throne of the Kingdom of
llavarla, which he has occupied for
twenty-seven years without being
aware of his position. I'rlnce RegentLudwig proclaimed himself King in
pursuance of a law just enacted by the
Bavarian Diet. The new King Is to
bo known as Ludwig III. He will take
the constitutional oath probably on
November 8.
A royal proclamation posted through¬

out tho kingdom declares Incurable the
insanity, which has incapacitated Otto
from ruling.

In his proclamation, Dudwlg III., al¬
ludes to himself as "King by the
Grac«* of Cod," and uses a number of
simitar expressions.

Requests That Defendants Ee
Given Reasonable Time to Sub¬
mit Proper Plan of Reorgani¬
zation. Opposing Counsel
Argues That Evidence Dis¬
proves Assertion of Guilt.

St. Paul. Minn., November ." .Attor¬
ney-General James MoReynolds, con¬
cluding final arguments for dissolu-
tion of the International Harvester
Company before the United States Dis¬
trict Court this afternoon, asked that
an Interlocutory decree be entered by
the court declaring the Harvester con¬
cern a monopoly in restraint of trade.
He requested that the defendant have
a reasonable time to submit a proper
plan of reorganization.

"It is the view of the government
thai tills company must be cut up into
separate and distinct units," the At-'
tornoy-General said. "This must be
done in such a way that the stock-\
holders of the different parts must be
distinct. We insist that it Is an econo- '

title impossibility for companies owned
by the same people to furnish bona
fide competition."

Mr. McKeynolds condemned Cyrus
McCortnick. whom lie railed the foun¬
der of the Harvester "trust," because
Mr. McCormick had not appeared in
the case.

Mr. McRevtiolds reviewed th<* career
of the Harvester Company from Its
organization t<=n yearn ago, pointing
out specific instances in which, he said.
the law had been violated, furnishing
basis for an order of dissolution under
the Sherman law.

Story of JJefenac Absurd.
"The story of this powerful mon¬

opoly, marking time, or losing busl- i
ness here and there, as related by some
of the counsel for the defense is ab¬
surd," said tlto Attorney-General.
"Tako the finances of this concern In
1?03, and take them now. and what
have we?"

"In 1903, the total business done by
thi International Harvester Company
was *r.3.0U0,O00; In 11 it had in-1
creased to in the satr>«5
length of time, its capital had in¬
creased from .* 120,000.000 to $1C3,00C\-
OOo and between 100tt and 1911, the
latest figures available, the assets of
this concern had increased from $130.-;
000,000 to $"-3,000,000. These tlgures
in terse form, tell the story of tho
rapid growth of the power of this con- j
cern. This expansion has been so
enormous that the word of this corpor-|
ation has become absolute law to
thousands and thousands.
"When the McCormick, the Deering. j

the Piano, the Champion, the Mllwau-
kee and the Osborne companies en¬
tered this organization, this monopoly
automatically was born. Existing
competition was wiped out.
"The International Harvester Com-j

pany, in its first > ear, had tho follow-jlng percentages of the nation's busl-
r.ess in the varied lines: os per cent of
the binders, !'.r> per cent of the corn
binders, 'J.1 per cent of the mowers, S5
per cent of the rakes, and -10 per cent
of the twine.

Sltuntton Is I'nehnnged.
"And there is nothing in the evidence

to show that this situation has changed
It: ton years. <»f course, there has been
some competition. We got that story,
in the tobacco case and in numerous

HALF OF RESERVES1
UNDER CONTROL OF
FEDERAL_BOARD!

Entirely New Feature
Tentatively Added to

Currency Bill.

RESULT PLAINLY
AGITATES OWEN

Chief Administration Supporter
in Committee Declares Plan Is
"Equivalent to a Central Bank."
Some Action on Part of
White House and Senate

Leaders Expected.

Washington, November .An en¬
tirely new feature was tentatively
written Into the administration cur-
rency hill to-day by the Senate com-
m it tee, after a full day of heated
wrangle. The new plan was cliarac-
terized by Chairman Owen, chief ad-
ministration supporter in tho commit¬
tee an "equivalent to a central Wank."
He said that the committee adjourned
with the matter "Up in the air."
The new scheme would provide for

the centralization of one-halt' of the<
reserves to bo held by tiie regional
hank*. This proportion would be
placed under the complete control of
the Federal Reserve Hoard and would
be located In Washington to be ad¬
ministered for the aid and convenience
of the entire banking system. As
dually voted upon, the proposition was
a modification of a plan proposed by
Senator Heed, of Missouri, who sug¬
gested it as a means of composing Uio
wide differences among members of
the committee. Senator Reed and
Senator Hitchcock Joined with the Re¬
publicans in voting for the plan, which
was opposed by Senators Owen, Pomer-
one, Jiollis. O'Oorman and Shafroth.

Owen I* Agltnted.
S< nnior Owen was plainly agitated

over tho progress of affairs in the
committee to-day. After the vote on
the Hoed proposal, he declared that If
given an opportunity he would demon-
strate that the plan would not work.
It was arranged that ho should make
an argument on the point to-morrow.

"This plan would deplete the re-
sources of the various regional banks'
lo a degree which tho supporters of
the scheme have not thought of," said
Senator Owen. "1 will undertake to
thow that the regional banks would
be hampered and restricted in- their
discount operation if tills plan pre¬
vails."
After the vote on the Reed amend¬

ment the administration forces en¬
deavored. to put through the admin¬
istration plan for bank control and
ownership of tho regional banks, hut
quit again in a tangled argument. This
point will be taken up again to-mor¬
row.

CanniH Tnlk Die-. Down.
Talk of a possible Democratic cau¬

cus to consider the progress being
made by the committee quieted down
to-day and members of the commit¬
tee took the position that a caucus
would not hasten the disposition of tho
bill. Administration Senators, how¬
ever. looked more dubiously than ever
upon the situation following to-day's
vote by tli»- committee and some action
on the part of the While House and
Senate leaxlers was expected.

l'rosiden\ Wilson sent for Senator
Weeks, of Massachusetts. Republican
member of the Hanking and Currency
Committee to-night and discussed the
situation with him for an hour.
The Senator declined to talk of his

visit, but it is expected he has a com¬
promise plan In which Senator Iloke
Smith, of Oeorgla. is said to have been
endeavoring to interest many Demo¬
crats and which would retain most of
the features of the House bill he con¬
sidered essential and what features ho
regarded ns debatable.

Fight Forced Into Open.
[Special to The Times-Dispatch.1

Washington, November 5..The state¬
ment was made to-day by a member
of tho Senate Ranking and Currency
Committee, In confidence to another
Senator that within a week or ten
days the cominittoo will report a cur-
rcricy bill providing for a single cen¬
tral reserve bank, and the light on
the proposition will thereby be forced
out into the open on the floor at once.
Such a step would be a direct blow

at the administration. President Wil¬
son has sent requests to a number of
Senators to confer with hlin at once,
and the understanding is that this
latest development is to bo the sub¬
ject of discussion.
